A. Park Strategies' work shall include, but is not limited to, the following: ^ 

1 . Park Strategies shall arrange meetings with members of Congress and Staffers of United States SenateF 
and House of Representative for TECRO officials; encourage Members of the House and Senate to visit 
the Republic of China (Taiwan); and provide assessments of relevant developments that have 
implications for the relationship between Taiwan and the United States.
